One day duriiifj: tiio past month, 
after forty-ciKhl hours of incesHant 
rain, while 1 wan payin^j a \iKil in 
the <M)untry, thert? broken upon my 
viwion the jjot'f^oouH H|)octa(!l(' of a 
rainbow in llic casl. 'iliis pliciioin- 
(^iioii, as you know, is ('aumMi l)y 
the refraction and reflection of 4 lie 
hiui'm rayH in drops of falling water, 
Hn<l \h comjtoKed of tlu^ seven prim- 
ary colors — violet, indigo, blue, 
gHM!!!, yellow, orange an(i red — ap- 
pearing in (M>ncen1ri(r liandH in an 
arch upon the sky. 

An 1 thought how Noah must 
have rejoiced at this sight, a pic- 
ture <»f the s(HMie came before my 
mind. With his i)r(!cious house- 
lioltl he had Just gon(^ forth of the 
ark in which IIk^v had Ix^en con- 
fined for a year and ar month, 
(fathered art)und the altar which 
he had built, he and his family 
were in the act of payingapj)io|)riate 
worship to the DiviTie Being, 
when a voic(> from ll(>aven was 
iD'anl giving tlu^ assurance in (un- 
phatic words Ihatr th(> earth should 
never again be destroyed liy a Hood. 
Then th(> prevailing mists were 
gathered into a cloud, and dissolv- 
ed in rain, the sun so long hidden 
from human view, shone forth in 
dazzling briglitness, and a b<^auti 
fill andi of res])leiid»^nl colors made 
its ai»p(Miran(M> in tlie sky. y\l this 
moment, the concluding words 
wore heard, " This is token of the 
covenant whicTi I have establisluMl 
between me and all flesh that is up- 
on the earth." 

To Noah it was not only the end 
of a long period of gloom and the 
harbinger of bright, days to follow, 
but it was the sign and seal of the 
flisl, covenant f Jod ever made with 
man. 

To me, it was the emblem of hope 
and a i)roinise tliat my prayers 
should be answered in behalf of 
those I leave behiml me, and as 
Noah took of every <^lcan beast and 
every clean fowl and offenul burnt 
offerings upon the altar, so 1 invol- 
untarily poured fr)rth the sincerest 
aspirations of my soul. 

\Ve have in oiii<laily life tok«>ns of 
<}od's love and of th(> lov*' of the 
others. The repeated niira(!l(M)f the 
sunrise alt<>r a night of refreshing 
slec]), should awaken gratitude in 
our hearts. It is then that new life 
<M)urses through our veins and w<< 
feel prepared for th(> duties of the 
day. 

'I'he seasons in tlieir order pre- 
sent a diffenuit garb as they succeed 
each otinir. The tendei green and 
delicate foliage of spring, the full 
))loom of summer, the dark but 
splendid hu(>s of autumn and the 
sliroud of winter, are tokens of the 
passing yc^ar. 

Letters from home are tokens of 
your i)arentH' continued affection. 

Kach recurring <luty of th»( school 
is a token that your life of prepara- 
tion is ])rogressing : and the diploma 
wlileli _>'ou re<feive at the end of 
yoiii* s(>hool (bourse, is a tokiui 
that the time of preparation is past 



and that the period of actual re- 
sixmsible life has begun. 

Tokens are memorials, in which 
sense they are expressions of love, 
gratitude, and reverence. They 
soiiK^times take the form of days, 
in which great events are com- 
memorated and great sentiments 
are (^.xpressed. In this institution, 
taking them in their order, we 
have: The 19th of November, the 
birthday of the late Dr. H. P. Peet, 
on which are recalled the names 
and characteristics of the more pro- 
niinenti persons who, as direcloi-s, 
olllcers, teachers and even pupils, 
have conferred honor upon this 
Institution; the fourth of De- 
cember, the anniversaiy of our re- 
moval from 5()th Street, a <lay 
fraught with many associations ; — 
('hiistinas, the day of joy and glad- 
ness, which remin<ls us of the com- 
ing into the world of tli(> Saviour of 
maidtind ;— New Year's Day, whicOi 
mai-Ks the beginning of a new 
period of twelve successiv*^ months 
to b(> numlaired on the calendar of 
history as a portion of the century ; 
— Lincoln's Birthday, and Washing- 
ton's Birthday, wli<*n «i'<^ brought to 
mind, under tlu^ latter name tin; 
founders, and under the foimer 
naiiu^ the saviours of our nation ; 
— Arbor Day, on which a new tree 
is added to the "groves" which 
" W«'re (Jod's lirst temples;" — Me- 
morial Day, dedicated to the me- 
mory .of those who have died for 
their country ;■ — ^and the Fourth of 
•July, our great National holiday, 
on whii'h was originally proclaimed 
" Liberty to Mankind." 

Tokens again take the form of 
monuments and statues. In the 
former a greati portion of the 
World's history has b(>en written, 
and (he iattw serve to remind us 
of the personality of the great men 
whose thoughts and deeds vsere il- 
lustrious. 

lint there aic no tokens which 
concern- \is more than those which 
r(>lat<> to our well-l)eing, both in this 
life and in th<> lite which istocome. 
They are associated witii religion, 
and as such should be cherished 
above all others. The (list great 
token is the ("ross of Christ wliich, 
reminds us of (lod's i)romise that, 
r<M' tlu' saki^ of II im who died 
thereon, our sins shall be forgivi-n, 
and we shall obtain eternal life. 
It is the token of (Jod's mercy; but 
foi this w(> should hav(^ no hope. 
If, in sorrow for our sins, we look 
upon this, we shall have the as- 
surance of pardon and of hope. 
The sun of right(>ousness shining 
tlirough our tears will create a 
rainbow such as Noah looked upon 
when the natural sun shone 
through thp drops of rain. 

Next comes Baptism, whi<-li in a 
token of the washing away of our 
sinful nature by the intluenc*^ of 
th<' Holy Spirit whereby «e are 
l)orn again, and whereas, we wcr« 
at one time inclincnl to do evil, we 
an' thenceforward inclined to do 
well, to love the Lord our God with 
all our heart and soul and 
stnMigth, and our neighbor as our- 
selves. This new tendency is called 
regeneration, and is followe<l by 
sancti deal ion which leads us grad- 
ually to become better and bett<>r 
till we have reached that point 
where we sh(»uld have been if we 
had never sinned. 

After this we have the memorial 
of the Lord's Sup|)er, instituted by 
our Lord and Saviour .lesus Christ, 
as He was alHuit to leave this world 
of sin and s(U"row. At this we 
|)artake of the lu'oken bread which 
is II token of our Saviour's body 
broken for us, and of !lu> j>ourtMl- 
out wiiK^ which is a token of llis 
blood sh<>d for the remission of our 
sins. 

Another religious token is tiie 
wedding ring which, by its shape, 
signifies Ihe unending charact<>r of 
the marriage relation. Then we 
have foe pure white lilies of Raster 
wImmi our Lord rose from the dead, 
fitting tokens of the resurrection, 
as lh«\v apjamr at the season when 
Nature sjnings into new life after 
the long d(>atii-like sleep of Winter. 

As this is tlie last Sabl)'ith of 
your school year, it is propi'r that I 
should give a few words of Jidvice 
to those who stan<l upon the thresh- 
old of a new pcuiotl of existence, 
a period for which your wJjole life 
hitherto has been but a season of 
pr(>paration. 

First : — The (uily safe course is 
to commit yourselves and your 
whole life to the keeping of God. 



It is a fitting time to remember 
his mercies, to repent of your sins, 
and to ask for forgiveness in the 
name of Jesus Christ. Pray for the 
indwelling influeniies of (he Holy 
Spirit, that you may be r(>generated 
and sanctifie<i. He will hear your 
prayer, for He has said through the 
lips of his Son, "Seek ami y<> shall 
find." "Knock and it shall Deopen- 
e<l unto you." "He that cometh 
unto me I will in no wise cast 
(Hit." "Come unto me all ye (hat 
lal)or and are heavy laden, and I 
will give you rest." 

S(»cond : — ITndei these circum- 
stances unite yourselves with the 
Church of Christ. Naturally you 
will become confirmed by some 
bislio]) or minister in the denomina- 
tion in which j'ou were l)aptized, 
but if you have not been, so bap- 
tized it would be wise for you to fol- 
low the wishes of your parents if 
Ihe.v are ndigious p(>ople. It will 
be your own act, however, and you 
mus( (l«HMde prayerfully what yon 
ow«> to yoiir own belief. The main 
thing is that you should acknow- 
ledge ('hrist befoi-e men, and that 
you should come under the care of a 
pastoi', and b(> associated with 
people who shall s.vm pat hiz(>- with 
you, and help vou in maintaining 
a strictly r(>ligious life. You 
should, in this connection, aim to 
obey the whole law of (lod, and 
never to bring reproach ui)on His 
|)eople. Let your lives be pure, 
hon()ral)l<\ honest, and benevolent. 
Obe.v (he whoh- moral law as i( has 
been interpreted by your Saviour. 

Third : — Le( there be somedtings 
that you can never do. Never l)e 
mean ; never tell a lie ; never be 
jealous; never indulge in overween- 
ing pride, vanity, or self conceit. 

Fourth : — (iimrd against temj>ta- 
tion. There is n<ine more insidious 
tluHi that of indulging in intoxicat- 
ing drinks. The young pers(m who 
.sets out with the determinat itm of 
b(>ing a total abstainer from their 
use Is much safi'r in all the relations 
of lif<>. He is less liable (o disease 
of mind or body, he will iioi l)e so 
apt to do and say focdish things, or 
to j)erform acts for which he will be 
sorry to his dying <iay. Another 
temptation which should be watche<l 
for with dread is that to sudden 
anger. It has been calh'd "a short 
madness," and we should be care- 
ful to keej) ourselves under control 
when it excites us. 

. Fifth : — Beufin and end each day 
with reading the Bible and witli 
|)rayer. "Trust in the Lord with 
all (hiiie heart and lean not to thine 
own understanding ; in all thy ways 
ai'knowledge Him, and He shall 
direct thy paths." Prov. H:Ji-(i. 

Sixth : — -Keep holy (he Sabbath 
Day. 'i'his.vou owe bo(h (o (lod juid 
yourselves. Atteinl church when- 
ever you can, and 1 hough you may 
not follow the services you will find 
yourselves in (lie j)laee devoteii to 
the worship of (Jod, in which you 
can join both in r(>verence ami with 
the heart. 

Seventh : — " Do with your might 
whatsoever vour hand flndeth to 
do." Find some (>mployment, and 
stick to it faithfully and industri- 
ously. Th(> ti-ade which vou have 
learne(l in the Institution will pro- 
bably be your lirst i( not your last 
resource. Perfect yourself in it. 
Be known as a thon)ughly skillful 
workman, so that your services will 
always be in <leman<l. 

Kighdi : — Obey the lawsoljiealth, 
in eating, in drinking, in sleeping, 
and in jiliysical exercise. ,\t (he 
same time cultivate hopefulness and 
eiiuauimity. All these things lead 
(o long life. 

Ninth : — (Cultivate the mind, both 
by reading and writing, and think- 
ing and reflecting, t^nnmit some- 
(hing to memory every day, if it be 
but a line, and review it constantly 
thai it may ever be witli you. 
NN'hal we rememb(>r may occu|)y 
our (Jnuights when our e.v«<s are 
elos(>d or when we ha\t> no l>ooks at' 
hand. 

Tenth : — Be pidite to others, and 
seek to gain their good will by your 
pleasant manners, cheerful conduct 
ami obliging disposition. Do not 
keep yourselves aloof from good 
society, Init enter h(>artily into 
(hose enjoymeiUs which, if (aken 
in moderadon, promote happiness 
in life. 



Eleventh : — Be frugal. Divide 
up what you earn into several por- 
tions, first necessary expenses, 
second, a resefve for the savings 
bank, and third a contribution to 
benevolent purposes. S.\stem in 
this respect should l)e the rule of 
your life. It- will enable you help 
others and to help yourselves. It 
will be a provision against the 
rainv day when you are out of work, 
and against old age wlu>n you are 
too feeble to perform it. 

Twelfth : — (Cultivate home ties. 
Be demonstrative in youraffecticm 
for youi parents, and let them feel 
that thcv will never l)e unloved or 
forgotten. The highest earthly re- 
ward is imuniscd to filial pief.v, 
and this is but a type of that jtiety 
which recognizes Ood as our lather, 
and to which is promised a home 
of eternal happiness in Heaven. 

The foregoing injunctions iiia.v 
be summeibup in one word — loyal- 
ty — loyalty to the institution in 
which you have been educated ; 
loyalty to your frien<ls and 
teachers; loyalt.v to .vourselves; 
loyalty to your employers; loyalty 
to your country; loyalty to your 
(diurch; loyally to your parents and 
family; loyalty to God. 

In this respect never be recreant. 
Be known as one who can l)e 
(rus(e<l, one who (^an never b«> 
feared as a possible (raitor. Judas 
Iscariot and Benedict Arn<dd were 
tyjx's of disloyally. 

Th(> apostle Paul and Washing- 
ton were types of its opposite. Of 
(Tcneral (irant, the great military 
successor of Washington, it has 
been wefl said by one wlio knew 
him, " His predominant (rait of 
char.icler was i(>vally. In this re- 
spect he never failed, and it made 
his life a grand success." Ma.v 
this be said of you, atid may it se- 
cure to yon the welcome j)laudit: 
" Well done, tnou good and faith- 
ful scrxant, «>nter thou into the 
joy of (hy Lord." 



Wi(h (he exodus of the teachers 
and pupils for their homes to spend 
the summer vacation, the term of

will interest the Illinois readers of 
the JotKNAJ., seeing it is the new 
head of their alma mater they are 
to read aliout : 

Dr. James C Gordon, who has 
accepted the supcrinlendcncy of 
the Illinois State School tor the 
Deaf and Dumb, at Jacksonville, 
has been piolessor of nialheinatics 
and chemistry iu the .National (Col- 
lege for the Deaf in Wasliington 
City for twenty-four years. He is 
a pioiH'er in the f»ral instruct ioii of 
deaf-mutes. He <)rgani/.4'd the oral 
de[)aitment of the Iiidyina Insti- 
tution in IHOO, in which s<'hool Pio- 
lessor Gordon remained until he 
WHS called to the college in Wash 
ington. In the college Dr Gonhm 
orgaiii//C<l and oondiicttMl the oral 
department, and also a normal 
class, composed of healing anil 
speaking university graduali's in 
si)ecial trninirig as teachers of deaf- 
mul«!S. Dr. Gordon has also taken 
an active f»art in the development 
of indu.strial an<l technolojiical 
courses, and in fact every branch 
and dcfiartment of deaf-mute in- 
struction. He is sccretiiry of a 
national society t,o promote auricu- 
lar training of diaf-miites who have 
"fragmentary" or nudimentary 
hearing, and he is chairman of the 
oral section of the National Society 
of Kducators of the Deaf. Thou^jh 
Dr. Gordon is not a voluminous 
writer, he is recognized authority 
u[)on all questions relating to the 
deaf He bas addressed fln^ 
American AsWi'Mation for the Ad- 
vancement of Science, the Ameri- 
can Otoloo^ical Society and the 
National Kducational Association 
upon scientific phrase's of deaf- 
mutism. IJy r< f|uest of the Hritish 
government he prepared a spertial 
report for the Hritish parliament, 
and s«»veral of his lMH)ks are cata- 
logued in neirly all the State, 
National and great univorsity 11- 
Itraries throughout the world. Dr. 
(iordon has lieeii tendered profes- 
sorships in colleges for (he hearing, 
the sniM'rintendency of schools for 
the deaf, and business positions of 
importance, but his interest in the 
development of the National Col- 
lege the only institution in the 
world for the higher education of 
deaf-mutes, has kept him at his 
fswt in Washingt<m City. The 
manner in which he was sujiported 
by all prominent educators of the 
deaf in the Union, repri'sentatives 
of every shade of opinion and prac- 
tice in regard lo methods <»f 
teaching, etc., has finally led him 
U> give up his [>ermanent position 
in (iallaudet ('ollegc, and to accept 
the siifMuintendency of the Illinois 
State In.stitution, which is the larg- 
est s<^diool for deaf-mutes in the 
worhl. Dr. Gordon was born in 
Pifpia, Ohio, in 1M42, and went to 
.Morgan County, III., iH.V), with his 
parents.* His father subseipjcntly 
was one of the ffninders of 
Monmouth ('ollege, which owes its 
present main building to his lulxirs 
F'Vom this college young (iordon 
gra<luated, and shortly afterward 
entered up<m what has been his 
life work. Dr. Gordon isof revolu- 
tionary stiwk, and is a member of 
the Sons of the Amerii-an Revolu- 
tion. Seven generations of his 
mother's ancestors arc buried in a 
<iuiet churchyard near Reading, 
Pa.

There have been, are now, and al- 
ways will be, exceptions to this 
ruhv While not d<»siied by some 
we grant, they are yet forced upon 
us by a combinatiim of circiim- 
stanc<-s which seem to fully Justify 
them. 

There ari; also those w ho do not 
favor the principl(% and Ihe argii- 
UM^iits which they advance against 
it seem quite reasonable. NVash- 
ington did all right. The principle 
he in<-iilcat(Ml suiti-d his times. 
We are not .so sure that it suits all 
times. Yet we admit that Ihe 
principle may be safely adojited by 
any of the countless socii-tie^ tJuU 
"xist in this country, provided that 
they can successfully strive by it. 
To lie a good princ^ijile, howcNcr, il 
should be ])racticable in all socie- 
ties, liiit w<- (loiilil its uiiivers;il 
I)racticabilit.>'. It depends so iniu-h 
u|)on till' individuals who compose 
(li(^ i-haraeter of the society. Kach 
soci(-ty has its particular needs. It 
obtain the greatest measun' of siur- 
cess by following the methods best 
adajdcd lo it. A " spoils system " 
would be ruinous to it. A member 
of a soeiety has no rightful claim 
to succi^ssifin to ofTice nii-rely on Ihe 
score of his iiK-inbership. We con- 
tend that Washington neverintend- 
ed to construe his princij)le that 
way. (iualifh'ation is the wati'h- 
word to oHlce holding. Botation in 
ollicc is by no iiK-aiisI 111- best policy, 
though it may l)e peimissible, A 
society ihat has tliT; best material 
obtainable for its hign and resjion- 
sible onic<'rs Should be counted 
lucky. Its value then is pi-opoi- 
tioiinliy enhanced. Now, " for Ihe 
life of it" (to use one of the Tele- 
phone man's frequ(>iit phrases), 
why should Ihe society not feel 
proud of a good administration and 
endeavor to retain it as long as 
possible. Is it a better policy to 
satisfy Ihe ambition of some of its 
members than lo keej) in oflice 
highly qualified incumbents'/ Or, 
should the good of an association 
be made to suffer for the sake of ro- 
tation in ofTlce? Many eminently 
successful societies, boards, cor- 
porations, etc., I'ould be cited here 
to show that the principle of short 
duration in olflce, or a rotary jilan, 
is not piacticetl, and, it may be in- 
ferred, has not been <lesirabl(>. 
The interests of these bodies alone 
influence their Hetioi"^ !-■ 'lie mat- 
ter. 

So, (oo, the inicrcM.s oi ihc Penn- 
sylvania Society for the Advance- 
ment of the Deaf shoiiUI influence 
its irhoiee of execiiti\e heads This 
society is composed largely of work- 
ing people. They can not all do 
alike. Smne of them are model 
people, earnest and willing workers, 
having the insterests of tlie socii-ly 
al heart, but., iinfort iinalely, they 
lack executive ability. The so- 
ciety desires Iheir association and 
support iu its wiM'k, and gives them 
cicilit for the part they <lo ; but 
they can not expect more in return 
than is reasonable. As for the 
rest, whom our Telephone friend 
may consider qiialilied foi- an.\' 
otlice of (he Society, we think they 
should have patience, work loyally, 
acquire experience, and finally rise 
to ofTlce by nii-ril •- •• ShnUe 
speare : 

"O that eataleH, dexreeM mid olliceH 
Were not derived c-orruptly ! that dear 

honour 
Were piin'haHed hy the merit of the wear 

er. '

Ho asked all to be 
helpful to their parents <iuriiig 
their stay at home, and lend assist- 
ance wherever need(>ii, also to 
read and study during their leisure, 
and thus return in the Fall w^ll 
prepared to go on with their stu- 
dies. Also he spoke of the many 
applications for admi.ssion and no 
room for them, hence it was of the 
utmost importance for those ex- 
pecting to return to be promptly 
on hand on the opening day of 
school. Unless this was done, 
they would tiiid themselves cut off 
from the lienefits of the schotd, and 
their place given to newcomers. 

Principal Patt<>rson spoke on the 
same topic, and gave the puiiils 
some advice as to their health and 
mingling with people during vaca- 
tion. They should not allow their 
their deafness to keep them away 
from gatherings, but rather join 
and converse with the hearing all 
they could. He explained on what 
conditions promoliiui cards were 
given. After chapel, pupils re- 
paired to their school rooms, where 
those entitled to promotion cards 
were given them. At 9:;30 the 
sidiool year closed. During the 
rest of the day every body was 
busy packing up, and attending to 
the matteis that U'set one in the 
preparation for a journey. Final 
good-byes were sjvid Wednesday 
morning, and we trust all reached 
their homes sjifely. 

Several xveeksago, we mentioned 
that James .Moyijihan, < laimiug to 
have been ediicate^l at the BufTalo 
and Rochester (New York) Deaf 
Schools had struck town, and asked 
assistance to take him to Akron, 
where he had a friemi, who would 
likely get him employment. He 
was given work here for a few days, 
sut1ici(>nt to earn the needed rail- 
road expeiKses. From the way he 
t«lke<l their we had our doubt.'* as 
to his deserving aid. Instead, when 
leaving here, of going to Akron, he 
went to Zmesville. and there met

Very likely when he readiest 
Whetding, he hail a prep.ired story 
to tell to the deal in order to fleece 
them out of enough money to lake 
him to the next point he desired to 
visit. Tlie deaf are cautioned 
againsi him, ftir he aiyiears really 
to be a mere dead beat. Mr. Chas. 
Osburn, of Xenin, was here Sun- 
day, and showi'd us a h'tter from 
Mr. Dill Ellis, in which Mr. Osburn 
was asked to assist Sweeney or 
Moynihan, as a person worthy of it. 
Mr. Osburn is our iS1.50. How 
much Mr. Ellis gave him, we are 
not aware. Ho also stjited that 
this man had lieeii up at Bryan in 
the northwestern part of the 
State, and he there met Miss Mary 
Straw, who nH'ommended the fel 
low, as in need and 'vorthy of help, 
to Mr. Ellis. It will not be sjife 
for him to come this way again. 
If he does he will receive different 
treatment from what he got before.

An Kpioyrle, the Inventimn ol'n

W. S. Smith, a deaf-mute who 
at ono time was principal of the 
deaf-mute school at Salem, is a 
fortih* g«>nius, who drives a thriv- 
ing trade inventing gopher traps, 
patent churns, dishwasliersand the 
like. Three years ago .Mr. Smith 
pateufrd a gopher trap, the right 
to which he sold in Kansas at a 
good figure. When last heanl 
from, it liad not succeeded in ex- 
terminatihg the gophers of the po- 
pulistic state, though it is thought 
the next census will show a vast de- 
crease in the numl>ers. Mr. Smith 
IS now about to engage in the 
manufacture of wliat he calls 
Smith's epicycle, and has organized 
a company for that purpose, in 
which T. A. (iarbade and .\. II. 
Boseow are interested. 

Mr. Smith's epicycle is a large 
wheel eight feet in diameter, with 
a framework of rods, chains and 
sprockets adjusted to its inner cir- 
cumference, wherein the rider is 
seated to appl> tho power. This 
framework is supposed to roll 
around inside the wheel, and the 
continual adjustment tif the dis- 
turbed center of gravity by the 
force of gravitation, it is said, will 
impel the machine forward. Mr. 
Smith says it will make greater 
speed than the bicycle, and claims 
that if can be more easily control- 
led, and that it will be able to 
jump ditches and other obstruc- 
tions at which an o rdinary ma- 
chine would balk. Thesteeriiig, Mr. 
Smith, says, is accomplished by a 
forklik(> arrangement, that brings 
friction to bear upon either side of 
the wheel at the rider's will, thus 
giving control and also checking 
the tendency to fall. 

Epicycles, according to Mr. 
Smith, are now in use in Germany, 
but he claims that his is a va«t 
improvement upon tho German 
machine.

Having been taught to breathe 
properly, they are taught by imita- 
ti(m to [(rwluce particular sounds 
after their teacher ; for this the 
sense of touch is requisitioned to 
assist the sinbt, inasmuch as every 
word we utter pnwliices vil'ration 
of the face and throat hs well as f)f 
the lips, and can l»e felt at the tojj 
of the head or at ihc epiglottis, 
chest and throat. 

So the little ones try to imitate 
their teacher, wiih hands placed 
uiK)n his throat, while the others 
stjiiid and watch ; these sonruls are 
coiitifitially practiced until all can 
repeat tli<Mn properly, while the 
tea<"her from time to time regains 
their wandering attention by stamp- 
ing his feet iiiwn the floor, which 
vibration is instantly felt and un- 
derstood by the class. 

Next the vowel soiindsare taught, 
and the children rejieat a, e, i, o, 
11, until they can enunciate them 
perfectly. Then thej' are taught 
(he cons^mantjf, but phonetically 
merely, that, in the form of aslight 
his,^, not Bee, O^, Dee, as we learn 
<»tfr aljihabet by means of letters, 
for, taught so to the deaf, H-l'-T 
(iMit) would always remain HP^K-!'- 
TP;K, so that plionetii- spelling 
benefits the deaf inoie tluiri any 
class. 

Once liie I liiliiiieiils iiit' acijiiiied, 
the pupils' move with greater rajiid- 
ity throujih the various studies, 
aritlimetic, history, geography and 
kindred subjects. 

While all instructors agree that 
the older method, the sign and 
manual, is of use un<ler some con- 
ditions, for instance, when a deaf 
person has U) converse in the dark, 
when he cannot hear with his eyes, 
it is claimed that where it is taught 
in conjunction with the oral met hod 
a child will fas'or the sign syMteni, 
as it calls for less mental effort und 
vigilance. — The Eveninij iVmsrm-
